HOME SWEET HOME} 


YOUR rabbit's hurch should be quite large. A strong 
packing case about four or five feet long can be 
adapted. It should have two compartments, a sleeping 
one, about two feet wide, and a day compartment—these 
should be linked with an open doorway. The day compart- 
ment should have a wire netting door, extending over the 
whole of the front. The’ sleeping compartment must be 
closed in, but fit a separate hinged door, for easy cleaning. 
‘The sloping roof should be kept waterproof with tarred 
felt, and should reach three to six inches over the front, 
to keep out rain, The hutch should be raised off the 
ground. Rabbits need to gnaw at something, so make 
sure the hutch is made of wood. Otherwise, rabbits’ teeth 
grow too long and can kill them. 

The best bedding is a layer of peat moss litter. On 
this, place straw or wood chips.

Well, Penelope, I have been looking into 
this for you, and came up with the following 
information. The church was named after 
St. Piven, and the size of it is 30 ft. by 
16 ft. It was built by the monks in the Sth 
Century, and is reported to be one of the 
oldest churches in Britain still standing. 
During the \\th and 12th centuries it was 
covered with sand which fell from the 
dunes. So the monks built a larger one 
about 400 yards north of the original 
building. St. Piren’s was recorded in the 
Doomsday book, although during the 18th 
century the church was “lost” altogether. 
It was uncovered again in the 19th century, 
but unfortunately, sand drifted on to it 
once again. Then in 1910 the sand was 
cleared from the church, and a concrete 
slab was made to stop the sand covering it 
again.
